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REMARKS 

This responds to the Advisory Action mailed on February 4, 2005. 
Claims 1, 14, 15, 16, 27, 28, 29, 42, 43, 44, 57, and 58 are amended, and no claims are 
cancelled or added; as a result, claims 1-58 remain pending in this application. 

SI 03 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 1-58 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ekstedt et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,206,582) in view of Tong (U.S. Patent No. 4,896,269). 

The Advisory Action of February 4, 2005 questions whether concurrent control 
necessarily includes concurrent operation of the elements of the invention as described 
throughout the specification, suggesting that having one element in a wait state while another 
element is actively controlled may comprise concurrent control. 

While applicant disagrees that operating one element at a time constitutes concurrent 
control, the independent claims are amended to more clearly reflect concurrent, active operation 
of elements as illustrated by the example embodiments presented in the specification. The 
distinctions previously cited in the Office Action response of January 10 th , 2005, are repeated 
here by reference, as they remain directly applicable to the claims as amended. 

Because the claims as amended now more clearly recite concurrent control and 
concurrent operation of parametric test instrumentation and semiconductor test equipment, the 
pending claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. Reexamination and allowance of 
pending claims 1-58 is therefore respectfully requested.
